LETS ALL Fir.HT WEEDS 
There Is every reason why weed control 
should be given serious consideration In 
Magic Valley. 

■ Our city antl county post-war planning 
boards regard this growing menace as one 
of their foremost problems, and county and 
state officials are maltlnB a concerted ef- 
fort to work out some elfectlve solution. 

In an Irrigated section such ns ours, the 
control of noxious weeds Is a measure that 
must be worked out generally for M land 
under cultivation. Every farm Is In Sanger 
of Infestation by seeds that are carried 
throughout the canal system. Occasional 
high winds also spread the seeds In all di- 
rections. 

; Many laijdowners and their tenants are 
well aware of the late In store for south cen- 
tral Idaho agriculture unless steps are taken 
to keep weeds in check, but erodlcatlon is 
fiext to Impossible when, on adjoining lands 
where the owners and operators are not so 
alarmed or conscientious, weeds are permit- 
ted to thrive, 

■ It is true that weed control, programs al- 
ready are In operation but their scope Is not 
sufficiently extensive to cope with the prob- 
lem. Measures far more effective are serious- 
ly needed. 

. Formation of an Idaho Weed Control as- 
sociation is a Etep in Ihe right dlrertlcm, be- 
ciauso the problem Is not one that con be 
solved by local or sectional effort. 

Take It from our county agent5, weeds are 
a far more serious problem in this vicinity 
than we realize, and landowners and tenants 
are by no means the only ones who should bo 
concerned. 

: Everyone in south central Idaho should 
lend all aid possible In bringing this problem 
under control. .
